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Editorial 





LANDSCAPE NURSERYMAN. 


The services of the landscape plan- 
ner, whether he be a modest land- 
scape designer or have the prestige 
of the title of landscape architect, are 
as much needed today as ever. In 
fact, one might say that such serv 
ices are more important in the ar 
rangement of plantings on the 
grounds of small dwellings than on 
the large private estates of the days 
when the landscape architects flour- 
ished. 

The owner of a big estate is 
likely to have the intelligence and 
the cultural background to supervise 
his plantings without making too 
glaring mistakes. If he does make 
errors, they are less conspicuous on 
grounds of several acres or more 
than if in a smaller area. 

The owner of the small dwelling, 
on the other hand, is much 
likely to have any knowledge of 
landscape design and probably less 
aptitude for it. His mistakes are 
glaring, and the effect is evident, not 
only in his grounds, but in the ap- 
pearance of the community

Few professional landscape archi 
tects have interested themselves in 
the designs for small home grounds, 
though a number of them have done 
conspicuous service in this respect 
By far the larger number of the pro 
fessional men of that title have found 
lodgment in government services of 
one kind or another. The resulting 
rise of the so-called landscape nurs- 
eryman has been important, and his 
place in the community has become 
one notable for its service. This was 
brought out forcefully in the message 
of J. Franklin Styer as president of 
the National Landscape Nursery 
men’s Association, at the recent an 
nual meeting at Milwaukee. He said 

“Thirty-five years ago the only 
fine landscape work was done on the 
millionaire estate or a public area 
The average man could only afford 
a feeble imitation of the gardens he 
saw through the iron gates. The work 
involved the services of three profes 
sions — the landscape architect, the 
nurseryman and the gardener. It was 
elaborately planned and carefully per 
formed and supervised. The profes 
sions were respected and assumed a 
measure of dignity, as a result of

which the landscape architects estab 
lished arbitrary standards. This policy 
was sound and has contributed much 
to the greatness of American horti 
culture 
“Since that 
has become the front line of 
cultural development. Th 
home is not being built, and the large 
estate is not. being planted. The small 
home not only must be well planted 
but it is actually the source of most 
that is new in landscape art. How 
ever much we may appreciate the 
ibilities of the three older profes 
sions, none of them is able to cope 
with this condition. The landscape 
architect cannot give the small home

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Indexing Fruit Trees for Virus 


Normal appearing cherry trees 
we now known which carry one or 
more of those intangible disease-caus- 
ing entities called viruses. It is true 
that many of the so-called serious 
virus diseases express themselves with 
well defined symptoms. These are 
easily avoided in selecting trees as 
sources of scion wood. However, 
there is this other group of latent 
or hidden virus types which do not 
always express themselves on their

Research at the Oregon agricul- 
tural experiment station has resulted 
in techniques and test plants which 
will be of interest to many nursery 
men. Oregon nurserymen have seen 
the importance of this method of in 
dexing and have already benefited by 
this program, and within a few years’ 
time, sufficient virus-free budwood 
will be available in certified mother 
blocks to supply all of the local needs 


At the beginning of the program 
a cooperative project was started in 
which the nurserymen, the state de 
partment of agriculture and the Ore 
gon agricultural experiment station 
selected and examined trees which 
showed no visible virus symptoms 
Such trees were then registered by 
plant pathologists for temporary use 
as sources of scion wood for nursery 
men. This initial step was then fol 
lowed by an intensive indexing pro 
gram in which a search has been 
made for trees free from all known 
viruses. The following technique is 
used. Two scion sticks 
from opposite sides of the test trees 
This is usually done in August or 
early September. A bud from each 
stick is placed in a branch of Shiro 
fugen flowering cherry. If latent 
virus, including ring spot, is present 
the bud does not callus in properly 
and soon dies (Fig. 1A). Within two 
wx three months gum begins to ooze 
out of the flowering cherry tissues 
immediately surrounding the inserted 
wood and gum becomes smeared over 
the budding rubber (Fig. 1B). Ne 
crosis or dying of the flowering cherry 
tissue begins to develop around the 
bud, and eventually the branch is 
girdled (Fig. 2B). Since the reaction 
is localized around the bud for con 
siderable time, several trees can be 
tested on the same Shirofugen cherry 
branch by spacing the buds at 3-inch 
to 4-inch intervals along the branch 
If the entire branch is cut off well 
below the lowest bud, the same 
Shirofugen tree may be used again 
next year. If no virus is present, the 
inserted bud calluses normally and 
will continue to grow and develop 
into a normal branch.

If the test tree shows no virus the 
first year, five bud sticks are selected 
from the same tree the next 
year, and one bud from each is placed 
on a branch of Shirofugen. If none 
of these buds are positive, the tree 


again 


is then tested on Kwanzan flowering 
cherry. Occasionally a tree is found 
that will react on Kwanzan even 
though the test has been negative on 
Shirofugen. Likewise some _ trees 
which are negative on Kwanzan are 
positive on Shirofugen. A very few 
trees have been found carrying a 
virus which gives a systematic re 
action on Shirofugen rather than the 
usual localized around the 
bud. In this case the reaction is quite 
similar to that of Kwanzan 


necrosis 


The reaction on Kwanzan is syste 
matic and only one test tree can be 


indexed on each Kwanzan tree. The 
Kwanzan is budded in August or 
early September, and if a virus is 


present several different reactions 
may occur, depending upon which 
latent virus is present (Fig. 3). The 
tree may fail to leaf out the next 
spring and the portion above the bud 
may die. The Kwanzan may develop 
only tight rosettes of leaves with no 
stem elongation, or the leaves may 
be fairly normal in size, but arched 
cupper downward, often with 
some vein With very mild 
virus strains it is difficult to detect

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anything more than a slight crinkling 
and cupping downward of the leaves 

If there are no visible leaf sysptoms 
on the test tree and there is no re- 
action on Shirofugen or Kwanzan 
flowering cherries, it is pretty safe to 
assume that the tree is free from all 
known viruses. In some instances it 
may be desirable to cross-index t 
other types of stone fruits; for in 
stance, peach to cherry and cherry to 
peach, etc 

In establishing mother blocks of 
virus-free trees, it necessary 
to index the rootstock to be 
This is especially true for Mazzard 
cherry. Some of these latent viruses 
especially ring spot, are transmitted 
through the seeds, and various pet 
centages of virus-infected Mazzard 
seedlings may result from seeds from 
infected trees

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Michigan Meeting Follows Outing

Dr. H. B. Tukey, head of the de 
partment of horticulture at Michigan 
State College, East Lansing, spoke on 
“What Is Happening at Michigan 
State College in Horticulture.” He 
did not seem surprised at the changes 
which have come about with the 
transition from a war economy to a 
peace economy. These adjustments 
were expected. With the coming of 
GI’s to the college, greater facilities 
were needed. Dr. Tukey told of the 
two appropriations made by the state 
legislature, and of the facilities that 
resulted from the remodeling of the 
present building, adding fourteen 
greenhouses, each 36x100 feet, and 
revamping another building 
cially for the students in the nursery 
training course 

Dr. Tukey asked for the continued 
support of the nurserymen in giving 
the research men at the college time 
for their work, which is to be taken 
up in the order of importance to the 
nursery industry. The new idea of 
having five field divisions scattered 
about the state will mean that the 
research workers at the college will 
not have to travel so much, for prob 
lems can be handled closer to home 
by these district field offices 

Arthur L. Watson, Grand Rapids, 
chairman of the education committee, 
gave a report on the cqoperative pro 
gram being carried on with Michigan 
State College in training students for 
nursery work. The program is set up 
to take students who have had some 
nursery experience. They spend six 
months at the college, returning to a 
nursery, other than the one where 
the original experience was gained. 
This procedure is repeated the second 
year, and at the end of this program 
a certificate is given to the student 

Mr. Watson pointed out that the 
program is a 3-point one of coopera- 
tion between the college, students 
and the nurseries. Because the course 
is new, adjustments have had to be 
made from time to time. In the open 
meeting, several constructive sug- 
gestions were offered to make the 
program work out even better than 
it has for both the students and the 
cooperating nurseries. Prof. F. L 
O’Rourke, who acts as coordinator 
for the course, spoke on what was 
required for the establishment of the 
course government training 
course and of adjustments that were 
in effect or to be put in effect to 
overcome some of the shortcomings

Mr. Light 
hit on the high spots of the conven 
tion and on the special participation 
of Michigan men on the program, 
which included A. A. N. Vice-presi 
dent James Ilgenfritz; Arthur L 
Watson, who invited the convention 
to Detroit in 1951: Bernard Ward, 
who was elected secretary of the As 
sociation of Nursery Secretaries, and 
A. W. Krieger, Bridgman, who pro 
vided blueberries from his own plant 
ings for the banquet.

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Maryland Outing Triple Event 


oeventy-two nurserymen represent 

gy all sections of Maryland and a 
sprinkling of visitors from near-by 
states gathered August 13 at the 
University of Maryland, College 
Park, for the summer meeting of the 
Maryland Nurserymen’s Association 
A visit to the Beltsville station and a 
picnic at Washington followed in 
the afternoon. 

With President J. H. Burton, Hy- 
attsville, presiding, the program was 
opened with a discussion of the status 
of the association’s pending litigation 
in connection with the Maryland re 
tail sales tax law. The association’s 
chief counsel, T. Howard Duckett 
ind his associate in the case, Ralph 
Shure, were present to discuss the 
ase. The state authorities administer 
ing the tax laws have ruled that 
nursery stock is subject to the Mary 
land retail sales tax. Based on exemp 
tions provided by the law, which 
include products of the farm, dairy, 
garden and grove, the Maryland 
Nurserymen’s Association is contend 
ing that nursery stock is exempt. The 
case is now before the circuit court, 
ind a decision is expected in Septem 
ber. 

Following a brief business session, 
Dr. I. C. Haut. chairman of the de- 
partment of horticulture. University 
of Maryland, outlined the organiza- 
tion at the university for ornamental 
horticulture. Dr. Haut reported that 
activity in the field of ornamental 
horticulture at the university is being 
*xpanded. The new program is predi 
ated on a balanced endeavor. All 
phases of ornamental horticulture 
including resident teaching, research 
and extension education, are to be 
emphasized. Two new staff members, 
Dr. Conrad B. Link and Pardon 
Cornell, who have been appointed t 
aid in the expanded program, were 
introduced.

Paul S. Hofmann, Towson Nurs- 
eries, Towson, executive secretary of 
the Maryland Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion, briefly reviewed his trip to the 
A. A. N. convention at Milwaukee 
Wis. 

Immediately following the lunch 
eon meeting, the meeting was turned 
over to Dr. Fred Grau, of the greens 
section of the United States Golf 


Association, who escorted the group 
to the research center of the United 
States Department of Agriculture at 
Beltsville to observe several hundred 
experimental grass plots.

Among the impressive experiments 
observed were a 17-acre lawn of 
Alta fescue and a trouble-free, low- 
cut turf described by Dr. Grau as 
“the lawn of tomorrow.” This latte: 
turf was composed of a mixture of 
U-3 Bermuda and a bent blend. 

From the Beltsville research center 
the group proceeded to the nursery 
of A. Gude & Sons, Rockville. After 
being welcomed by Mr. and Mrs 
Gude, the members spent the after 
noon swimming, playing, touring 500 
acres of ornamental nursery stock 
and inspecting the flowers growing 
under 175,000 square fect of glass 
surrounding the beautiful and spa 
cious lawn of the Gude home 

In addition to facilities for swim 
ming and playing, the firm had made 
available for demonstration equip 
ment useful in operating a nursery 
Adolph Gude, Jr., showed the group 
how the aerosol bombs used in the 
firm’s greenhouses for insect control 
were prepared and filled. Dr. George

Even though the fullest 
amount of profit cannot be expected 
on every item carried, he feels that 
a nursery should cater to every need 
of the gardener and homeowner and 
provide him with any information he 
should want. A nursery which has 
everything, including

To help remind the customer of 
some of the many things availabl 
at the nursery, a remarkable system 
of display has been developed. A 
2-story building of Roman brick ex 
terior has been completed recently 
to house the services of the concern 
The 60x100-foot building contains 
an auditorium on the lower floor, the 
nursery level, which is made avail- 
able to some eighty different garden 
clubs of the area for flower shows 
at any time of the year. Such an at 
traction stimulates the interest of the 
gardening public. For instance, thou 
sands of persons visited the recent 
gala opening of the new store, at 
which several planeloads of flowers 
from other states were shown, as well 
as specialties produced in the vicinity 
Mayor Devin, of Seattle, and Cecil 
Solly aided in the opening 
monies. 

The upper floor of the building, at 
street level, is given over to various 
phases of the gardening business 
Here also is housed the office for 
general administration and account 
ing. A unique feature of the estab 
lishment is the business control cen 
ter shown in the upper of the two 
interior views of the garden store 
Phone calls are received here. An 
intercommunication system at this 
point makes it possible to speak to 
any person in the store, office, nurs 
ery sales office on the lower floor 
packing room or in any part of the 

utdoor nursery grounds. This ofh 
serves as a nerve center from whicl 
all operations can be directed. This 
arrangement helps to speed up the 
filling of orders and deliveries and

Plant Boards and Nursery Markets 


It has been a practice, and I be- 
lieve a sound one, in the Western 
Plant Board at least, to invite rep- 
resentatives of the nursery industry 
to appear on its programs and to 
participate in its discussions. This 
has also been true at meetings of the 
National Plant Board which I have 
been privileged to attend. I have 
heard some criticism of this practice 
because it has been felt by the critics 
that the industry has unduly influ 
enced the conclusions and actions of 
the officials who regulate its business. 
This position, I believe, is untenable 
and I do not believe is concurred in 
by the large majority of the officials. 
If a decision which involves regula 
tory action cannot withstand the 
searching scrutiny and frank criticism 
of the people whom we seek to 
regulate, then the decision is un- 
sound and regulatory actions based 
upon it will be difficult, if not im- 
possible, to enforce. 

It is essential to sound service and 
regulatory programs that officials and 
industry each know and understand 
the problems and aims of the other 
and that there shall be a foundation 
of mutual confidence and respect. 

The discussion of problems com- 
mon to the western states and a 
desire to achieve uniformity in regu- 
lations and coordination of action 
based on sound principles were 
among the chief reasons for the or- 
ganization of the Western Plant 
Quarantine Board at Riverside, Cal., 
in 1919. This was the first of these 
organizations to be formed and in- 
cluded the eleven western states, 
Hawaii, British Columbia and Lower 
California. The same membership 
has been maintained except that the 
Republic of Mexico is now repre- 
sented in place of Lower California 
and last year the Territory of Alaska 
became a member. 

Later, the Central, Eastern and 
Southern Plant Boards were organ- 
ized and in 1926 the National Plant 
Board came into being. The National 
Plant Board is composed of two 
elected representatives from each of 
the regional organizations. 

Prior to the organization of these 
plant boards there was little or no

uniformity in inspection require- 
ments and procedures, quarantines 
and certification of plant materials, 
and each state acted independently 
with results that were irritating and 
confusing to officials and the public 
alike and often unjustly restricted 
the principle upon which the pros 
perity and unity of this great nation 
have been built, the freedom of inter 
state commerce. 

Early in the existence of the Na- 
tional Plant Board it was recognized 
that definite basic principles to which 
all could agree should be set up to 
serve as a guide in promulgating 
quarantines and regulations and to 
serve as a yardstick by which they 
could be measured. In 1931 the 
principles of plant quarantine were 
adopted by the National Plant Board 
and, I believe, were later ratified by 
each of the regional boards. Since 
that time quarantines and regula- 
tions promulgated are presumed to 
conform to those principles. That all 
of them have done so is seriously 
open to question. 

Progress in any human endeavor 
which affects so many states, regions 
and groupsis slow and, when meas 
ured by immediate results, is discour- 
aging, but when viewed over a 
period of years gives some satisfac- 
tion and hope for future acceleration. 

It is easy to get agreement in a 
plant board, or other group meeting, 
to broad general principles such as 
the evil of unnecessary interference 
with interstate commerce or the de- 
sirability of promulgating quarantines 
on only a sound biological basis, but 
there are so many factors that enter 
into a specific decision that the re 
sults often do not seem to conform 
to the basic principle agreed upon. 

Two or more absolutely sincere 
and able men may have the same 
body of facts available to them, yet 
may arrive at different conclusions 
and take a different course of action 
to achieve the result desired. Dif- 
ferent doctors do not always pre- 
scribe the same remedy to cure a 
given disease. 

Industry and political pressures 
are often brought to bear on bureaus 
and officials to influence them for 
selfish purposes, and it takes strong 
character and intestinal fortitude to 
withstand these forces. Often an 
explanation of the principles in 
volved and the long-range futility 
and actual damage as compared with 
the temporary advantage gained, 


especially when backed up by the 
action of regional and national or 
ganizations such as the plant boards, 
will be effective 

In any event, the 
official cannot escape the responsibil 
ity of leadership in insisting on and 


conscientious 


guiding toward sound action pro 
grams, The backing of informed 
industry groups, such as_ national 


and state nursery associations, is of 
inestimable value 

One of the first and most inevit 
able results of regulatory measures 
which cannot be completely defended 
on a pest and disease protection basis 
is a demand for retaliatory action by 
individuals and groups affected. We 
have seen this happen many times 
and I am sorry to say, some regul 
tions have been promulgated in the 
past which have reeked with the 
odor of retaliation. My own state 
has been far from guiltless, and we 
can still blush when we recall the 
time when citrus from California 
was minutely inspected in our mar 
kets for citrus scale insects and when 
one was found the whole lot of fruit 
was required to be brushed with a 
stiff brush to remove this menace to 
our citrus industry. The real reason 
was that we wanted to strike back 
at California for losses sustained be- 
cause of its earwig quarantine, 
which we felt was not sound. This 
incident spotlighted for us another 
unsound practice, which was the use 
of unbridled propaganda to secure 
funds and gain support for a cleanup 
campaign on*a pest. During the heat 
of the campaign articles and bulletins 
were printed which painted a lurid 
picture. This pest, besides attacking 
ind ruining most plant life, would 
infest the homes, ruining food and 
clothing, and would even crawl int 
the baby’s nose and ears as it lay 
in its crib. Our own statements were 
naturally used against us when we 
ittempted to have the earwig placed 
in its proper category and convince 
other states that it was not a prope! 
subject for quarantine. It took years 
and the backing of the Western 
Plant Board before this end was ac- 
complished. 

It is much more difficult to remove 
a quarantine than it is to put one 
in effect. Most of our local people 
will support or acquiesce in placing 
a regulation under the guise at least 
of protecting them against the inva 
sion of some pest or disease (and the 
fact that incidentally it may protect 
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Seedli

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their local market for them does not 
lessen their enthusiasm), but when 
it is found that the quarantine is no 
longer desirable, it makes them less 
than happy to deprive them of the 
advantage they have been enjoying 
and under which they may have built 
or expanded their business. Other 
factors which I fear may sometimes 
make it difficult to remove a restric 
tion are the reluctance of officials to 
icknowledge they may have made an 
rror and just plain indifference and 
Inertia 

The fact that old quarantines are 
frankly discussed, and proposed new 
ones are usually critically examined 
by the various plant boards before 
promulgation, has led to the modifi 
cation, or repeal, of many restrictions 
to the free movement of your prod 
ucts and the reconsideration or with 
holding of others. 

The plant boards have taken an 
active interest and, in a large meas 
ure, have been responsible for more 
uniformity in nursery laws, inspec- 
tion service and certification pro- 
cedure. Most states do not now 
have laws requiring the licensing of 
out-of-state nurserymen or the pur- 
chase of special state tags, or have 
arranged for reciprocal agreements 
which give nurserymen of other 
states the same privileges granted to 
those nurserymen shipping to them 
This policy has long been advocated 
by the national and regional boards 
and has most certainly relieved the 
nursery industry of an irritating and 
expensive burden 

The simplification and reduction in 
the number of shipping permits and 

rtificates are other things which 
have been engaging our earnest atten 
tion. Sometimes in order to clear a 
shipment of nursery stock to various 
states, the special stickers required 
would almost serve as wrapping for 
the package. Some progress has been 
made, and more is hoped for. 

As I see it, the integrity of the 
inspection certificates accompanying 
a shipment is the thing of most con 
cern to all receiving state officials, 
ind this depends in a great measure 
on the honesty and carefulness of 
the nurserymen. The inspector may 
make regular and thorough inspec: 
tions of plantings and material, and 
if he finds a serious pest or disease 
ondition, give the proper instruc 
tions for disinfection, roguing or 
destruction. He may even supervise 
the cleanup, or check back to see 
that instructions have been followed, 
but he cannot be in your place of 
business often enough or long 
enough to guarantee that no ship 
ments of infested or infected material 
have been made.

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Shrubby Hollies 


By George Graves 


All plants belonging to the genus 
ilex may properly be referred to as 
hollies. In practice, the term is by 
custom more or less restricted to the 
evergreen treelike species, from 
which berried branches are cut for 
decorations at Christmas time and, in 
times past in other countries, at other 
festival periods. In fact, a consider 
able tradition has grown up around 
the ancient association of holly 
branches with human affairs that ex- 
tends back to the Saturnalia held in 
pagan Rome at the time of the win- 
ter solstice, or even earlier. The 
legends and lore about holly which 
have grown up in Europe since that 
time have in some measure been 
transferred to this country and, the 
variable European species being lack- 
ing, have been applied to kinds which 
early settlers found growing wild in 
America. This was a characteristic 
procedure. Other examples of plant 
names imported from Europe and ap- 
plied to native American plants are 
sycamore, bittersweet and mistletoe 

As stated at the outset, the word 
holly has a justifiably wider connota 
tion than that which it is usually 
given. There is a host of hollies from 
several continents, most of which 
have definite ornamental value. In 
a general way these hollies can 
be separated into groups, which 
may be classed as trees and as shrubs. 
Among the latter are a number which 
seem to be hardier in many respects 
and can thus serve as garden plants 
in places where most of the taller- 
growing hollies will not thrive so far 
as survival winter after winter is 
concerned. In some cases, the mere 
element of stature sufficiently small 
to permit ample development in fully 
sheltered spots may be the reason. 
Then, too, not all of the shrubby 
hollies are broad-leaved evergreens. 
Some of them are deciduous and ex- 
tremely hardy. 

To judge from the frequency of 
catalog listings, popularity among the 
evergreen shrubby hollies is divided 
chiefly between the American ink- 
berry, Ilex glabra, and the Japanese 
holly, I. crenata, although the latter 
is present in numerous selected forms 
based on leaf shape and size and on 
habit of growth. The other species 
which enter the landscape planting 
picture are Asiatic and also are lesser 
known. 

The inkberry is found in the wild 
all of the way down the eastern 
coastal area of the United States and 


well inland, usually in sandy land 
where the water table is not too far 
below the surface. It is usually con- 
sidered as semievergreen because in 
some exposd areas the foliage goes 
to pieces in winter or falls before the 
appearance of the new leaves in 
spring. In its native state, plants 
which grow in open woodlands or 
other partially shaded spots seem to 
be more truly evergreen and to re- 
tain the desired glossiness of foliage. 
These shaded plants are also far more 
open in habit than those which are 
out in the open bearing the full brunt 
of sun and wind. Some of these wild 
plants attain considerable size if un- 
disturbed for many years. Clumps 
six feet or more in height and two to 
three times that measurement in 
width grow in isolated places on 
Martha’s Vineyard, off the coast of 
Massachusetts, and elsewhere. Far 
ther south the chances of such per-

formance are increased. Such devel 
opment is often a matter of layering 
down of low branches or of sucker- 
ing, especially where a deep mulch 
of pine needles covers the ground 
about the base of the plants. 

These are all factors to be remem 
bered when setting the inkberry in 
garden locations, especially as regards 
the matter of retention of glossiness 
of foliage. When reasonably ricl 
moisture-holding, acid soil is provid 
ed, the inkberry grows fairly well 
under city conditions. At least it 
holds its own, which is another way 
of stating that a specimen moved 
into its landscape position after a 
good bushy development in the nurs 
ery will be satisfactory. 

The fact that the inkberry will, 
like most evergreen hollies, respond 
well to pruning and shearing and is 
not planted for flowering or fruiting 
effect makes it suitable as hedging 
material or as an individual shrub in 
places where restriction in size is re 
quired. However, if too much knif 
ing is called for, it would be better 
to choose one of the other evergree!

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Plant Notes Here and There 


So many inquiries have come in 
lately about pyrethrum culture that 
a note on the subject seems to be in 
order. Let me say, though, that the 


conclusions expressed here are the 
results of one man’s experience with 
the plants in light dry soil. If you 
operate with a heavy clay soil, these 
recommendations may be entirely 


wrong for you. 

I have just gone through the stack 
of letters on pyrethrums and find that 
most complaints this year have been 
about the double-flowered varieties 
but this year seems to have been an 
especially poor one for all pyreth 


rums. One or two of the writers 
thought they Saw some mysterious 
disease as the source of the tr uble 


That may be, but my years of ex 
perience here in north Michigan do 
not bear out that supposition. On 
the other hand, the trouble can be, 


and often is, caused by some physio 


logical disturbance. One fruitful 
cause is a period of good growing 


Ing 
weather that ends in a series of cold 
nights. It may also be a deficiency 
of soil moisture. In my own case and 
others which I have investigated, lack 
of moisture has been at fault seven 


times out of ten where doubl 
flowered forms were concerned. And 
overfeeding with commercial ferti 


lizer could be a contributing factor 
It is true, of course, that pyrethrums 
like good living. However, it 
nearly always better, acc 
experience, to depend upon animal 
manures for pyrethrums than to feed 
concentrates. The humus in the 
mal manures also helps the plants 
through short dry spells when thi 
application of chemicals would 
merely burn them. And in late y 
we have come to depend upon shade 
for helping the double varieties 
through the heat of summer. You 
will find, I think, that lath house cul 
ture will go a long way toward solv 
ing your problems with double 
pyrethrums

Arthur E. Willis. 


The nursery trade lost one of its 
best known and most highly re 
spected members in the passing of 
Arthur E. Willis, head of the Willis 
Nursery Co., Ottawa, Kan., August 
8. 

Mr. Willis was stricken with a 
heart attack while in his garden and 
died a few hours later in a local hos 
pital. He had always enjoyed good 
health and was active in the manage- 
ment of the business up to the day 
of his death. 

Arthur E. Willis was born at 
Ottawa, Kan., December 2, 1883, 
son of Arthur and Amelia (Esterly) 
Willis and lived at Ottawa all his 
life. August 3, 1924, he was married 
to Jessie Remington. Surviving are 
the widow and a sister, Mrs. G. W 
Beach, New Westminster, B. C. 

Mr. Willis attended the Ottawa 
public schools and graduated from 
Ottawa University in 1905. For a 
year after graduation he was in the 
employ of the Santa Fe railroad, 
working with a crew of surveyors in 
eastern Kansas. With the exception 
of this brief period, he devoted his 
entire life to the nursery business. 

For a number of years Mr. Willis 
was associated with his father, who 
had come from Wisconsin in 1872 to 
establish the business. When his 
father retired, Arthur and his sister, 
Ola, purchased the nursery and op- 
erated it as partners under the name 
A. Willis & Co., until Ola’s death 
in 1926. 

The business was incorporated in 
1929 with Arthur Willis as president 
and general manager, and the name 
was changed to the Willis Nursery

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


THE CRAPE MYRTLE. 


The crape myrtle is, in my estima- 
tion, the garden’s finest flowering 
shrub. It has often been called the 
lilac of the south, which is, of 
course, a weak compliment. For with 
all due respect to the beauties of 
lilacs, the crape myrtle has flowering 
qualities, grace, beauty and landscape 
uses that far surpass those of the 
lilac, with its short flowering period 
and dingy foliage. 

If the crape myrtle had been hardy 
in the area on which the ornamental 
nurseryman of the United States 
concentrated his original interest, 
namely, the North Atlantic 
the story would be different. Since 
wealth and garden interest are now 
spread more evenly throughout the 
country, it is no longer so necessary 
to think in terms of growing plants 
and creating varieties suitable for the 
north. After all, if you have a plant 
whose potential market is 70,000,000 
of our people, it still has a mighty 
large market. 

The crape myrtle is hardier than 
many of us think. Our nursery is in 
Maryland at its approximate northern 
limit of hardiness, and yet there are 
many of these plants here twenty 
five feet high and as much broad 
The usual low temperature is around 
zero Fahrenheit. Old-timers tell us 
crape myrtles are killed back seriously 
here on the average of once in twenty 
years, but then they usually 
come back 

If as much work had been done 
in hybridizing and selecting with this 
plant as has been done with the lilac 
the north would probably

eryman wrote me that he had a crape 
myrtle that would survive a tempera- 
ture of 10 degrees below zero. 
Several nurseries in the 
particularly in Texas, such as Grifiing 
Nurseries, Beaumont, Tex., have 
done some selecting of crape myrtles, 
but I dare the surface is barely 
scratched to possibilities. The 
crape myrtle comes in colors ranging 
from white through pale pink, light 
pink and deep pink to red, also laven- 
der, purple and magenta. Of these 
colors, the whites are generally 
neither vigorous plants nor vigorous 
bloomers. Most pinks are good. The 
reds are generally light red rather 
than dark red. The lavenders are

nor are they popular. I 
understand that Grifing Nurseries 
have one variety that approaches 
blue. With the presence of purple 
in the colorings, a true blue is not 
an impossibility. 

I know of only one named variety 
of crape myrtle; it is William Toovey, 
a watermelon-pink with large flower 
panicles but a sprawling habit. We 
have a few small plants of a good 
red that has growing habits 
and blooms early which we hope to 
name and offer. 

Even with the present range of 
colors, hybridizers could work for 
new varieties having increased hardi-

COVER ILLUSTRATION. 


Acer Ginnala. 


One of the common, small shrubby 
or small tree maples is the Amur ma- 
ple, Acer ginnala. This species has an 
upright-spreading habit of growth and 
usually develops several stems from 
the base. It is a native of central and 
northern China, Manchuria and Ja 
pan. 

One of the attractive features 
of the Amur maple is its excellent 
foliage. This statement not only ap 
plies to the dark green, glossy 3-lobed 
leaves as they appear during the sum 
mer months, but also to their brilliant 
red color in autumn. The leaves are 
approximately two to three inches long 
and one and one-quarter to two and 
one-quarter inches wide. The leaves 
are quite easily distinguished from 
those of other maples by their long 
terminal lobe. The margins of the 
lobes are doubly toothed. 

The flowers of the Amur maple are 
among the most interesting of the ma- 
ples. They are yellowish-white, fra- 
grant and produced in May in the ter- 
ritory around Columbus, O. The flow- 
ers are followed in early fall by con- 
spicuous and showy red-winged fruit. 

The Amur maple is readily adapted 
to a wide range of soil types. It does 
best in a rich, well drained but moist 
soil. Under drought conditions the 
foliage shows considerable burning, 
and the plants are weakened to such 
an extent that deadwood frequently 
develops. These maples grow best in 
sunny exposures or those giving par- 
tial shade. Propagation is from seeds. 

The Amur maple is frequently com 
pared with the Japanese maple as a 
desirable shrub or small tree. There 
are outstanding features of both, and 
because of their different growth hab- 
its they are rather difficult to compare. 
It would be generally agreed that the 
foliage of the Japanese maple is supe- 
rior to and more atttractive than that 
of the Amur maple, but the plants are 
less hardy and more susceptible to pro- 
longed summer drought. Acer ginnala 
many interesting character- 
istics which denote it as an excellent 
small tree. It is perfectly hardy, and 
its dense bushy habit of growth with 
attractive leaves during the summer 
and fall and its fragrant, yellowish- 
white flowers give it much of its ap 
peal. This maple is among the best of 
our small trees for brilliant fall color. 

Acer ginnala should be used primar- 
ily as a specimen on large lawns or 
massed in borders or groups. If it is 
planted against a dark green back- 
ground, the fruits and autumn foliage

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Monterey pine, a species growing 
near the coast and with little re 
sistance to cold. The knobcone pine 
can endure considerable freezing, and 
the hybrid combines this quality of 
the knobcone with the more orna- 
mental foliage of the pine from the 
seacoast. The hybrid grew at 3,000 
feet much more rapidly than the 
knobcone of that area. Finally, the 
hybrid bore fertile seeds generally re- 
sembling the parent hybrid. 

For the botanist, this easy hybrid- 
ization suggests that many of the 
pines may be more closely related 
than has been supposed 

For the forester, the results are in 
the field at which the Institute of For 
est Genetics is aiming its efforts—the 
breeding of better and more rapidly 
growing forest trees. A natural cross 
of these two species is not to be ex- 
pected, because they grow in differing 
climates with a difference of 3,000 
feet in altitude. The encouraging 
feature is that hand-pollination of a 
cold-resistant pine resulted in a fer- 
tile hybrid with many of the desirable 
qualities, including rapid growth, of 
a quick-growing warm climate pine. 
This will encourage further attempts 
at hand-pollination of species which 
could never hybridize naturally. 

NEW BLACKBERRY. 

The Chehalem blackberry, a new 
variety especially suited for freezing, 
has been developed at the Oregon 
State College experiment station. 

The Chehalem is a cross between 
the Santiam and the Himalaya, and 
its outsanding characteristic is its 
bright, black glossy color, which is 
retained in both freezing and can- 
ning. The flavor, which resembles 
that of the native trailing berry, is 
also retained in the frozen pack, 
but is partly lost in the canned prod 
uct 

The new berry ripens from five 
to ten days after the Boysen and 
up to the beginning of the season 
for the Evergreen variety. Berries 
are slightly smaller than loganber- 
ries and are firm enough to keep 
shape after freezing.

Sound regulatory practices cannot 
be arrived at without complete de 
pendable information. The fairness 
and uniformity which all of us so 
much desire will depend upon earnest 
effort in securing accurate informa 
tion and complete frankness in mak 
ing it available to all. The plant 
boards are the ideal clearinghouses 
for collecting and disseminating this 
information, and equality in the mar 
kets depends upon it 

With the multiplicity of problems 
appearing in forty-eight sovereign 
states, each with its intricate pattern 
of industry, trade, transport and 
other economic and political factors 
reacting on legislative and adminis 
trative agencies with frequently 
changing personnel, simplification, 
coordination and unification are a 
dificult task and one which will 
never be completely accomplished 

With the several regional boards 
and the National Plant Board agree- 
ing on fundamental principles of 
regulation, and their success in ar 
riving at uniformity of action on 
many specific items, progress has 
been, and will continue to be, made 
The measure of success will depend 
to a large extent upon the qualities 
of leadership and courage displayed 
by the officials of individual states in 
carrying out the policies agreed upon 
as being sound and desirable. 

The main objective is the move- 
ment of products with the least re- 
striction possible, consistent with 
reasonable protection from the spread 
of dangerous insect pests and plant 
diseases. You nurserymen, as indi- 
viduals and through your trade or- 
ganizations, have an equal responsi 
bility with regulatory officials in 
attaining this objective. 
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DUTCH BULB PRICES. 


Report from England discloses an 
increase in the bulb import quotas 
for the coming season. Representa 
tives of English bulb importers, the 
British Ministry of Agriculture and 
the Holland exporters’ organization 
met in lengthy negotiations, whereby 
the bulb import quota was increased 
to 12,250 metric tons, an increase of 
1,250 tons over last year. In addi- 
tion to the general quota, an arrange- 
ment had been made for the impor- 
tation of novelties to a total value of 
10,000 pounds. 

According to the Dutch minimum 
export prices received by bulb dis- 
tributors in England, hyacinth prices 
are considerably in excess of last 
year’s minimum prices, but as no one 
was able to purchase at those prices, 
they meant little, and this year the 
minimum rates are approximately 
those which were actually charged 
last year. This season’s actual prices 
are again in excess of the published 
minimum rates, because of the de- 
mand’s being greatly in excess of the 


supplies. Tulip prices are reported 
to show a slight increase over last 
year, but, because of a reclassifica 


tion, the average prices are expected 
to work out about the same as a year 
ago. Daffodil and narcissus bulb 
prices are in excess of last year, again 
because demand is in excess of the 
supply; this especially applies to 
Poetaz and poeticus varieties, which 
this year have been put into the same 
class as the incomparabilis and Barri 
types. 

French bulb imports will be per 
mitted to the extent of 300 tons, an 
increase of seventy tons over last 
year's imports into England. Offers 
from French growers indicated that 
prices are a little easier on account 
of the devaluation of the franc

AMERICAN NURSERYMAN 


CANADIAN IMPORT 
REGULATIONS. 


Any nurseryman in the United 
States wishing to ship nursery stock 
to purchasers in Canada must comply 
with a number of rules and regula- 
tions, set forth in the destructive 
insect and pest act of Canada, as 
must the Canadian importer. These 
regulations are presented here for 
their convenience 

The kinds of nursery stock affected 
by the Canadian regulations include 
Greenhouse, garden or nursery 
plants; shrubs, ornamentals, fruit 
trees, ferns, cuttings, bulbs and 
corms, etc. The only plant material 
for propagation which is exempt from 
these regulations is mushroom spawn, 
seeds and seed potatoes 

In addition to meeting the require 
ments described below the American 
concern cannot proceed to ship stock 
before the Canadian importer has 
applied for and received a permit and 
has transmitted the number of this 
permit to the exporter in the United 
States 

Application for this permit should 
be made by the Canadian importer 
to the chief of the plant protection 
division of the Department of Agri 
culture, Ottawa, Canada, in writing, 
by telephone or telegraph, stating the 
kind and quantity of nursery stock t 
be imported; names and addresses of 
the exporter and importer, and 
whether the shipment will come by 
parcel post, freight or express. The 
permit will be sent to the importer, 
who must retain it for presenta 
tion to the customs when clearing his 
importation. The number of the per 
mit must be communicated to the 
exporter 

The exporter must address the 
stock container plainly; include his 
own address: mark the Canadian 
permit number on the container and 
shipping papers: attach the original 
certificate of inspection, or any special 
certificate required, to shipping pa 
pers and a copy of the certificate to 
each container; affix a container list 
of contents, and route the shipment
